DETAILED ACTION 

This is the final Office Action for the serial number 10/730,972, QUICK RELEASE 
SUPPORT POST AND ASSOCIATED METHOD, filed on 12/9/03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent # 
4,410,162 to Wlodkowski et al. 

Wlodkowski et al. teaches an apparatus comprising an elongated rod (1) having vary 
cross section in a longitudinal direction and first (14) and second (2) elongate sleeves mounted 
on the elongated rod in a first position to facilitate insertion of a portion of the first sleeve in a 
hole (8). The second sleeve having a portion mounted in the first sleeve. The first and second 
sleeves capable of being axially translated along the elongated rod to a second position to 
facilitate a positive engagement of the portion of the first sleeve within the hole and to cause 
radial expansion of the portion of the second sleeve within the first sleeve. The apparatus 
includes at least one attachment element (4) carried by the second sleeve. The second elongate 
sleeve includes an expandable engagement member (threaded surface on the edge thereof for 
connecting first sleeve) and an annular member (tapered end for connecting attachment element 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wlodkowski 

et al. 

Wlodkowski et al. teaches the elongated rod having first portion of a first cross-sectional 
shape and a second portion of a second cross-sectional shape but fails to teach the second cross- 
sectional shape is larger than the first cross-sectional shape. It would have been obvious for one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have modified size of second 
cross-sectional shape larger than the first cross-sectional shape to provide designer's preference 
for the size of first and second sectional shapes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 2 and 10-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regards to claim 9, 
the prior art fails to teach the apparatus further comprises at least one tie member capable of 
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attaching the cable to the attachment element. In regards to claim 2 5 the prior art fails to teach 
wherein the at least one attachment element comprises a ring defining an opening larger than the 
sleeve and a plurality of spokes extending inwardly from the ring to the sleeve. In regard to 
claims 10-16, the prior art fails to teach a tie member capable of attaching the cable to at least 
one of the first and second sleeves. In regard to claims 17-20, the prior art fails to teach the 
method for attaching at least one cable to at least one of the first and second sleeves.
